The Conrt of Appeals Tuesday decided 
a very imijlbrtant matter relating to the 
question of the right of a city to tax 
whisky stored in a bonded wareboase. 

The city of Frankfort ioititnted the 
suit against W. A. Gaines fi Co. for city 
tax on nearly 30,000 barrels of whisky, 
and Gatnee 9t Oo. replied that they paid 

a city license of JSoO in lieu of Other 
taxes, and that even if sabject to other 
taxation, nearly all the whiaky belonged 

to non-residents. 

Judge Lewis, in tbe opinion of the Ap- 
pellate Oonrt, holds aobetantially that, 
whilst in accordance with the city char- 
ter Gaines <& Co. are subject to other 
city taxation than the license for whisky 
actually belonging to them, still it is not 
just that they should pay the city taxee 
on whisky owned by non-residents. 
Gainee A. Oo. admitted to the ownerabip 
of between fbar and five thonaaad bA- 
rels at the time of the suit. 

Tbe decision, though having reference 
only to the aait of Gainee A Co., of 
course covers the question of city taxa- 
tion on whisky owned by non-residents. 
It ia thonght It will oanae other dties 
now, notably Louisville, Owensboro and 
Lexington, to make a levy upon the dis- 
tilloriea, and whether belonging to resi- 
dents or non-residents, seize upon tbe 
whisky and hold it until the city tax is 
paid.
